boro, Ala., and originally sen- 
tenced to die in the electric 
chair on July 10, 1931. 

This partial victory is a di- 
rect result of the international 
campaign of protest organized and 
led by the Communist Party of the 
U. S. and the International Labor 
Defense. In practically every. coun- 
try of the world mighty demonstra- 
tions of protest were held, and mil- 
lions of workers—Negro and white— 
mobilizeq behind the campaign to 
force the freedom of the Scottsboro 
defendants. 


Molotov, caused a powerful outburst 
of applause passing into a stormy 
ovation. .All rose to their feet. 

The meeting was opened by Com- 
} ’ esidént. of the Mos- 
cow” Soviet who reviewed the histor- 
ical events of the past 15 years and 
moved for the election of a presid- 
dum. Members of Central Organs of 
the Party and Government, shock 
workers from Moscow factories, Com- 
rade Marty, well knewn French Com- 
munist leader, and Sen Yatayana, 
leader of the Japanese Communist 
Party, were elected as members of 
the Presidium amidst great acclama- 
tion. 
The Presidium headed by Stalin, 
Molotov, Kalinin; Voroshilov and 
Thaelman provoked a stormy ovation. 
U.S.S.R. Wants Peace, &-ys Kalinin 

Comrade Kalinin, chairman of the 
Central Executive Committee of the 
Soviet Union, delivered the principal 
speech devoted to the 15th anniver- 
sary of the great Russian Revolution. 

Kalinin traced the victorious road 
traveled by. the Soviet Union in 
building socialism on one-sixth of the 
globe. The successes of the Soviet 
Union, he said, are particularly strik- 
fng on the background of the world 
economic crisis hitting capitalism 
which has reached the last stage of 
its disintegration. 


Pointing out the world significance 
of the October Revolution (accord- 
ing to the Western Calendar the 
Revolution occurred in November, 
Editor), the determination of the So- 
viet Union to live at peace and its 

struggle for_peace, Kalinin 
touched upon the difficulties which 
the proletariat has to overcome in 
breaking down the old world and 
building a new one. 


Fight Against Opportunism 

Most of these difficulties, Kalinin 
pointed out, were accompanied by an 
intensification of the inner *Party 
struggle. However, the Party reso- 
lutely, dealt with all sorts of right 
and “left” opportunis and again 
displayed.its will for unity and pre- 
servation of the solid character of the 
ranks. 

In conclusion Comrade Kalinin 
pointed out that since the organiza- 
tion of the Soviet Union, the whole 
world was split into two camps, the 
camp of socialism and the camp of 
capitalism. In the countries of capi- 
talism oppression, exploitation, reac-

Marty Hails Success of Sotialist 
Construction. 

Kalinin was followed by Andre 
Marty who led the heroic revolt of 
the French Black Sea fleet, against 
the intervention of their 
ment.Marty conveyed heartiest greet- 
ings to the proletariat of the Soviet 
Union on behalf of the Comintern 
and the Communist Party of France 
His appearance provoked a lasting 
applause. 

The successes achieved by the Sov- 
iet Union, said Marty, give the world 
proletariat a clear answer to the 
question “What road to fellow? The 
road of revolution pointed out by 
Lenin or the road of compromise 
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Does Not Mean Boys Are Free! 
| The decision of the U. 8. Supreme 
Court means that the Scottsboro 
boys get a new trial—it does not 
mean that they go free! - 
While the decision postpones the 
execution in the face of overwhelm- 
ing evidence of their innocence, the 
U. 8S. Supreme Court turns the 
Scottsboro boys back into the hands 
of the court which engineered the 
original frame-up. 


A careful reading of the official 
decision shows that the . Supreme 
Court has taken great care to in- 
struct the Alabama authorities how 
“properly” to carry through such 
lynch schemes and thus to bolster 
their discredited “judicial” institu- 
tions. 

Cue for New Lynch Verdict. 

Thus, “the failure of the defend- 
ants to obtain adequate legal repre- 
sentation” is given as thé sole ground 
for granting the new trial. 

In its ruling it based itself on a 
mere legal technicality. It ignored 
the fact that the boys were framed 
up from the start; that the lawyers 
for the “defense” assigned by the 
court and approved by the National 
Association for thie Advancement of 
Colored People actually worked on 
behalf of the presecution; that the or- 
iginal trial was held in an atmosphere 
of lynch law—with armed militia and 
a mob of 10,000 outside the court 
howling for the blood of the innocent 
Negro youths. It ignored the fact that 
Negroes were excluded from the jur- 
ies in the Scottsboro trials. 

These fundamental questions of 
Negro rights were" contemptuousiy 
passed over by the court as of “no 
material weight.” Taking the cue from 
the misleaders of the NAACP. in 
their attacks on the mass fight to 
free the boys, the Court characterized 
the defendants as “young, illiterate 
and ignorant.” 

Meanwhile, in Fort Payne, Ala., 
Judge A. E. Hawkins, who imposed 
the death penalty on the Scottsboro 

boys, said that the new trial will be 
set for the March term of the Circuit 
Court at Scottsboro. He said that 
the trial date would be set within

“THE GOOD EARTH” AT THE 
GUILD THEATRE . 


The best thing at the showing of 
“The Good Earth” at the Guild The- 
atre was something not part of the 
play. It was a sandwich man out- 
side the entrance, with a sign ad- 
vertising the symposium, “Why I 
Vote Communist.” 

As for the play, a dramatization by 
Owen Davis and Donald Davis of the 
novel which was written by Pearl 
S. Buck, it has a long cast of the 
very best actors. Nazimova takes the 
most diffiéult role of “O-lan, “the 
shrewd but nearly inarticulate slave 
girl whose advice and some luck 
make a great landlord of the poor 
peasant, Wang Lung. 

But the books written by the Buck 
Lady, with her missionary back- 
ground, have a curious reek of con- 
descension about them: a sort of 
“such quaint people, these Chinese.” 
And this is heightened in the play, 
partly because of the particular inci- 
dents chosen (like the cursing of the 
baby to fool. the air spirits) and 
partly beca of the total absence 
of Chinese actors. “Roar China,” 
with Chinese acting, even though not 
professionals, felt high—‘‘The Good 
Earth” always seems like a mas- 
querade.

The small peasant without 
any social leadership, does have that 
one ruling motive. He does, as in 
this play, starve and overwork him- 
self to buy another acre. He will 
sacrifice his children for another 
acre. Even famine will not always 
force him to iet go his grip. This 
ives you some idea of the extraor- 
dinary wrath of an American farmer 
faced with foreclosure or tax sales. 

Where by exploitation, skill or 
luck, one becomes a rich landlord, 
the inevitable corruption sets in, and 
the new landlord kicks away the 
ladder on which he climbed; in this 
case, Wang Lung brings another wo- 
man to take O-Lan’s place. 

That is really the way peasant 
proprietorship works out. The way 
out, of course, is collectivizing the 
land, but of this the play has no 
hint. An agitator of some kind ap-

32 Groups Map Local 
Struggles | 


BOSTON, Nov. 7.—A united front 
conference against starvation Was 
held yesterday at the Dudley Street 
Opera House. Anna Block was elect- 
ed chairman and M. Kilarfield, sec- 
retary. 

Sixty-six delegates representing 32 
organizations with a total member- 
ship of 4500 unanimously endorsed 
the National Hunger March to Wash- 
ington. Bruce Reline, secretary of 
the Boston Unemployed Councils 
made the main report outlining the 
activities for Boston and the plan of 
work in connection with struggles for 
immediate relief and unemployment 
insurance. 

Put Demands to City 


Sam Reed reported for the Pro- 
visional Action committee which en- 
dorsed a Boston Hunger March on 
November 2ist. A god distussion 
followed with delegates endorsing the 
reports and pledging to carry thru 
the tasks in order to mobilize their 
entire membership and organizations, 
to develop the struggle against hun- 
ger. The following demands were en- 
dorsed: 1. Cash relief from the city 
to all unemployed to consist of $10 
per week for each family of two.and 
$1 additional each dependent. 2. No 
discrimination against single people, 
weekly cash relief for these to be 
$7.50. 3. No evictions of jobless for 
non-payment of rent, the city to pay 
the rent for the unemployed. 

Other demands included those calle 
ing for the opening of empty apart- 
ments and armories for the homeless 
unemployed. These apartments are 
to be provided with the proper sleep- 
ing accommodations; free milk, shot 
lunches and shoes for school chil- 
dren of the unemployed and part 
time workers.

E German Reichstag election results proclaim to all the 

world the failure of the Von Papén Government’s efforts 
to reduce the standard of living of the German working 
class and, by cutting wages, increasing part-time work, and 
abolishing social insurance provisions such as sickness, old- 
age and unemployment benefits, te shift the whole burden of German 
capitalism's recovery to the German proletariat’s shoulders. 


.Papen'’s wage-cut decree has been virtually nullified by the success- 
ful strikes all over the country, while his endeavor to obtain some partlia- 
mentary basis for his regime has now collapsed utgerly. Again von Papen 
faces a Reichstag that will not work with him—a Reichstag with 100 Red 
deputies as a solid block blazing forth the proletariat’s challenge to the

Social Democratic Party had counted on its hypocritical trotting 
out of the time-worn shibboleth—“Socialization is marching on”—and 
on the growing discontent of the German workers with the von Papen 
dictatorship to swell its Reichstag representation. But this time the 
German workers did not merely listen to the Socialist blandishments, but 
looked sharply to Socialist deeds—betrayals of strikes, refusal to organize 
mags action of proletarian defense against the Nazi ruffians, and veiled 
co-Operation with the same Papen government they were loudly denounc- 
ing—and 700,000 of them deserted the Social Democratic Party. 


Nor have the loud-mouthed phrases pf Hitler and his lieutenants 
their former credence among German workers and the ruined middle 
Class. Hundreds of thousands of Nazi workers went over to the Commu- 


masses of middle-class elements supported the openly mon- 
archistic Nationalists. 


Of the major parties, only the Communists registered gains. Nazis, 
Socialists and Centrists all lost heavily. It is significant that in Berlin, 
where the Socialist betrayal of the transportation strike was most recent 
and most flagrant, they lost. more than 80,000 votes. In the industrial 
Ruhr, the Pittsburgh and Detroit of Germany. the Nazis no longer are 
the leading party. Today the German Communist Party is the unchal- 
lenged leader of the Ruhr coal and iron workers. 


The percentage figures of the election reveal the really significant 


trends among the German population. The working class is definitely 
enrolling under th Commumist banner to fight for a Soviet Germany. 
The Social Democrats are steadily losing the working class support they 
have had. The intensely nationalistic elements of the middle class are 
deserting Hitler for the German Nationalists, since they see th Nazi 
prophet failing to make good on his warlike promises, while the von 
Papen regime is coming out for a frankly militarist policy.

class lines in Germany are drawn more sharply than for the past 

ten years. On one side the embattled working class under the leader- 
ship of the Communists—on the other von Papen, with his open gnd con- 
cealed allies: the Nationalists, the Hitlerites and the social! fascists, the 
Social Democrats.

It is, however, operating 
very effectively behind the scenes. 

Already a week before the elec- 
tions, on Oct. 31, an authoritative 
news bureau of finance capital in 
Washington, the Kiplinger Agency, 
reported in a confidential letter to 
its banker-subscribers, that ar- 
rangements have been completed 
to guarantee that after the elec- 
tions the co-operation of the two 
parties shall be so close as to 
amount in actual fact to a coali- 
tion government. 

This is only the special American 
form of the general process taking 
place in most of the large capital- 
ist countries. In England it took 
the form of the MacDonald-Bald- 
win “national” government. In 
Germany it was the “democratic 
bloc” for the re-election of Hin- 
denbusg, a bloc which included 
also the Social-Democracy. 

NEED THIRD 
CAPITALIST PARTY 

The capitalist dictatorship, how- 
ever, still needs its two-party sys- 
tem to cover its workings as much 
as possible. That is the reason 
for all of the elaborate forms of a 
political struggle from which all 
political content is absent. Also
